' Students living in the Co-Ed 
dormitories and eating at the 
Bishop Mountain Hall cafeteria 
are dissatisfied with the quality 
of the food service they are 
receiving, the Daily learned 
yesterday. 

Residents have repeatedly 
asked for greater variety and 
larger servings but to no avail. 
According to one spokesper- 
son, the student Is forced to 
digest a meal with an incredibly 
high amount of starch and 
carbohydrate. Protein, they 
say, Is almost entirely sacri- 
ficed, and the plight of the 
vegetarian is even worse, their 
diet being restricted to an 
unappealing salad bar, dried- 
out cottage cheese and left- 
overs from lunch. 

Gripes concerning the qual- 
ity of the food are common- 
place. According to the 
spokesperson, everything the 
resident is served Is "luke- 
i warm". In addition, the food is 
"so bland that it would take the 
tastebuds and sense of smell of 
a canine to distinguish between 
the items given". Finally, the 
i students assert, the hamburger 
meat is of questionable quality 
• and they believe a meat 

.extender has been added. 
H ' Usually reliable sources have 
Intimated to the Dally that the 
food staff at BMH plans to 



make further cutbacks on the 
services. 

Residence students' com- 
plaints concerning the food 
served at Bishop Mountain Hall 
are not new. After having a 
particularly disgusting meal In 
1968, the co-ed residents 
staged a spontaneous riot, 
greeting the visiting Governor- 
General with banners saying, 
"Man Does not Live by Bread 
alone but we do", "Who says 
our food isn't fit for pigs?" 
and "We live on the mountain 
but we don't eat ambrosia." In 
1972 the Molson Hall residents 
wore buttons protesting what 
they considered the appalling 
services they were receiving. 
The buttons read "Bray Serves 
Shit". Bray was the head of the 
McGIII Food Services for 
numerous years. In 1974, Bray 
finally left McGIII and the 
students were offered a 
questionable compromise to 
ease their dissatisfactions— the 
seven-day meal plan was no 
longer compulsory, while a 
substantial hike in prices was 
made. 

Those students who are 
unable to come up the hill for 
lunch are given the option of 
taking a meal coupon, redeem- 
able at the Union, for the token 
value of $1.00. With this 
generous sum of money the

Student observers will be 
permitted to attend meetings of 
the Trustee's Advisory Policy 
Committee (APC) it was learned 
yesterday. According to guide- 
lines laid down at the APC 
meeting last night by Students'. 
Society Trustee G.S. Kingdon, 
six observer positions will be 
made available to any student, 
on a first-come, first-served 
basis. The plan also allows for 
limited student Involvement In 
the debate through questions 
after discussion has ended on 
each agenda Item. 

The decision comes after 
more than six weeks' pressure 
by student clubs and faculty 
society representatives towards 
gaining adequate Information 
on the handling of Society 
affairs. 

The apparent turnabout on 
the part of Kingdon occurred 
because, "I do not feel that I am 
presently getting the student 
input I need from the weekly 
(information) meetings." He 
also felt that there was undue 
suspicion among students that 
matters of a secret nature 
were being discussed, at the 
APC meetings. 

The observer plan calls for 
five open slots "at least for the 
first week", with an additional 
slot reserved for a designated 
reporter from the McGIII Dally. 
The observers will be provided 
with all "non-confidential" doc- 
umentation. 

The plan limits the number pf 
observers largely because of 
reluctance on the part of the 
members of the Committee to 
allow any observation. They 
cited lengthening of the meet- 
ing and a perceived misjudge- 
ment on the part of students as 
to the role of the ..APC as 
reasons for their opposition. 

The Committee's role has 
been largely undefined, except 
for the "Advisory" label. The 
Committee members— Bev 
Chandler of the University 
Libraries, Glen Hlgglnbotham 
of Senate and Roger Robillard, 
a student in Religious Studies 
—feel that no decisions are 
ade at the meeting that aren't 
brought out at the Friday 
student-attended meetings. 

Kingdon also approved, with 
Advisory Policy Committee 
agreement, the 1976-77 operat- 
ing budget, the details of which 
he plans to publish early next 
week. Among the major feat- 
ures are a total "functional" 
club group budget of approxi- 
mately $85,000, with 10,000 
additional dollars being allo- 
cated on an equal basis among 
the smaller "interest" category 
clubs, with the exception of the 



Savoy Society. Last year the 
total club expenditure was 
$137,000. 

The budget for operation of 
the Union -building drops by 
$10,000 to $180,000. The 
question of Improvements to 
the Union, which Is owned by 
the University and not the 
students, came into question. 
One member of the Committee 
felt that the costs of maintain- 
ing and improving the building 
should be borne by the 
University, and not the Stu- 
dents' Society. 

The report of the Students' 
Society audit of last year was 
also tabled at the meeting. 
Kingdon plans to publish key 
segments of the document next 



week, probably Tuesday, and 
will make unpublished material 
available on request. 

The APC also discussed the 
selection process for student 
representatives to sit on Senate 
committees. Applications for 
positions were called for last 
week, and although a few 
vacancies remain, most posi- 
tions were filled by "highly 
qualified" students. In one 
case, the Committee on the 
Coordination of Student Ser- 
vices, more Arts students 
applied than there were slots. 
According to Kingdon, the 
selection of the applicants will 
be undertaken' by the Arts and 
Science Undergraduate 
Society. 



Parti Québécois: 

Issues economic, 
not constitutional

Bourassa is calling an 
election not to discuss the 
constitution, but to hide 
Quebec's serious economic 
and financial problems, accord- 
ing to Jacques-Yvan Morin, the 
Parti-Québecols parliamentary 
leader. 

The Political Science Stu- 
dents' Association had invited 
Morin to speak last night on 
Bill 22 and the Constitutionality 
of Quebec's Separation. But, 
Morin explained, the Parti 
Québécois is keeping the 



independence Issue out of the 
campaign. A campaign, he felt, 
was not the proper time to 
discuss a subject so serious 
and so Important. 

Morin claimed that the PQ 
is launching a bread and butter 
campaign concentrating on 
such issues as health care, 
automobile Insurance and a 
denunciation of the corruption 
of Bourassa's government. 

One example he cited of bad 
administration was the Prov- 
ince's deficit of over a billion

Old McGIII Editor Michael 
Augenstern last night divulged 
that the University's yearbook 
would be out, at a "conserva- 
tive" estimate, by June of 1977. 

îouncement was 
made during a meeting be- 
tween Augenstern and the 
Society Trustee, G. Sam 
Klngdon, during which Augen- 
stern charged that the lack of 
cooperation from the Students' 
Society was the primary factor 
hindering the book's progress. 
According to Augenstern, the 
Society "had virtually turned its 
back on the book" adding that 
requests for Information or 
purchase vouchers needed to 
buy different materials have 
"either been turned down, or 
simply not answered." 

Augenstern also said that the 
production schedule had suf- 
fered because of the low 
number of staffers working on 
the chronicle. 

One constructive suggestion 
Augenstern did make, accord- 
ing to Old McGIII staffer Debra 
Fogel, concerning the combina- 
tion of Old McGIII 76 and 77 
Into one volume. Klngdon 
replied that such a project was 
not desirable or "feasible", and 
said that the decision to 
allocate funds to the yearbook 
would be made by Monday 
morning. 

Klngdon came to the meeting 
seeking the publication date 
from Augenstern. Augenstern's 
response that June would be 
the earliest target date came 
after Klngdon had asked 



whether the book would be out 
before the end of the academic 
year. 

In Augenstern's opinion, 
much of the yearbook's present 
problems In recruiting staff can 
be explained by these financial 
problems. He said that stu- 
dents were "turned off" by Old 
McGIII'8 problems. 

Klngdon said that he wanted 
the date for the book's 
appearance to be moved up. 
Augenstern's reply was that 
moving up the deadline would 
hurt the quality of the finished 
product and that he "would not 
put out a second-rate book". 



Demolition still looms large

The Jeanne Mance Street 
Committee held Its second 
general assembly last Wednes- 
day, drawing about 35 resi- 
dents of that neighbourhood, 
to hear reports of progress in 
its struggle against landlords 
and demolition threats. The 
Committee, launched in June 
of this year to protest the city's 
plan to develop Jeanne Mance 
into a heavy traffic artery, has 
so far been successful- In 
stopping construction thereby 
saving 30 low-rent flats. 

The assembly's agenda, 
however, was by no means 
limited to this single issue, but 
dealt with a variety of problems 
that the area faces. 

The first report covered the 
Women's Centre, which has 
been confronted with a myriad 
of difficulties ever since it 
received an eviction notice from 
the Jeanne - D'Arc Nursing 
Hospital, which owns the 
building. The Centre fought the 
eviction order successfully, 
and then experienced two 
major robberies and a probable 
arson attempt In less than two 
months. Recently, the hospital 
administration has changed its 
attitude and It appears the 
Centre will be able, with funds 
from the Central Mortgage and 
Housing corporation, to buy 
and renovate the building Into 
low income housing units, 
which had been an original 
goal. 

The next Item was a progress 
report by the Jeanne Mance 
Housing Corporation, an or- 
ganization formed more than 
two years ago, the purpose of 
which is to try to buy and 
renovate a row of Victorian 
houses slated for demolition. 
Through the Corporation's ef- 
forts, the houses have been 
declared historical monuments 
and renovation funds have been 
promised by both municipal 
and provincial governments. 
The largest obstacle has proved 
to be the attitude of the present 
owners, who had originally 
bought the property with the

dollars. The consequences 
have been to raise health 
Insurance deductions and a tax 
on cigarettes that brought In 
$217 million, the greatest tax 
increase ever in Quebec. 

The economy is worsening, 
he said, because the unemploy- 
ment rate in Quebec rose to 
nine percent In summer. 
"Quebec is actually in a state of 
economic stagnation," said 
Morin. 

After explaining the PQ 
program, Morin answered 
questions about the separation 
of Quebec. 

The priority of a new 
péqulste government would be 
to put order in public finances 



and In the economy. They 
would then call a referendum to 
gauge the feeling of the 
population towards indepen- 
dence. 

Language rights were a big 
concern for the largely anglo- 
phone audience. Morin said 
that a PQ government would 
ensure the rights of the English 
minority, but they must be 
willing to learn French and live 
along with the majority. 

New immigrants from all 
origins would be sent to French 
schools. Before arriving in 
Quebec, immigrants will be 
Informed of the situation that 
prevails in Quebec. 

Finally, Morin said that only 
Independence will favour the 
economic and cultural strength 
of the Québécois people. An 
independent Quebec wont be a 
closed French ghetto but rather 
a country "opened on the 
world." 



intention of selling the whole 
package to developers In hopes 
of making a quick profit. The 
result has been a very high 
price, and hesitation on the 
part of the government to make 
good their support. 

A member of the St. Louis 
Oil Co-op also came to urge 
residents to get Involved in this 
group, and warned that Hydro 
Quebec may be raising its rates 
by 70 percent in the next few 
years thus demonstrating the 
need for an organized body to 
fight these increases. Besides 
buying heating ' oil at a 
discount, the Co-op also 
sponsors heating workshops. 

One last informational pres- 
entation was on the new zoning 
regulation handbook which 
came out last July. It was 
suggested that all residents 
take a look at the booklet as it 
can be a useful weapon in the 
citizens' fight against powerful 



landlords and developers. The 
Women's Centre dispute was 
cited as an example of this. 

Originally, the hospital had 
been hoping to sell the site to a 
developer. According to new 
zoning regulations, however, 
once a building Is torn down, 
new construction cannot ex- 
ceed the height of the old one, 
thus ruling out the possibility of 
high profit development. They 
had, therefore, no reason to 
hold out against the sale of the 
site to the Women's Centre. 

Because it took so long for 
the zoning to be done in this 
area much havoc has been 
rendered in this area by eager 
developers, the biggest exam- i 
pie being the La Cite project. 

Future actions to be taken by 
the Committee was also dis- 
cussed, along with the propo- 
sal that St. Famille Street 
organize Its own street com- 
mittee.. 



Trinidad workers' 
struggle rewarded

The .United Labour Front 
(ULF) of Trinidad and Tobago Is 
a result of the "continuation of 
a historical struggle", accord- 
ing to ULF member Teddy 
Belgrave. 

Belgrave, a member of the 
Oil Field Workers' Trade 
Union, spoke on the domina- 
tion of Trinidad and Tobago by 
Texaco and Amaco oil com- 
panies. He said that due mainly 
to their oil, Trinidad and 
Tobago is the richest nation in 
the Caribbean and ranks high in 
the scale of Latin America. 

Belgrave came to "try to 
paint a picture of Trinidad" to 
Caribbeans overseas. With a 
$2 million budget, Trinidad Is 
"Involved in a serious paradox", 
he said. The country Is very 
wealthy, yet serious poverty Is 
evident. In relation to oil, "We 
see that every other economic 
sector Is falling down and 
becoming poorer", Belgrave 
added. 

Crises in the areas of water 
supply, transportation and tele- 
phone efficiency coupled with 
generally high inflation . have 
aggravated the country's prob- 
lems, in his opinion. 

The solution, Belgrave sug- 
gested, lay in the union of the 
working class with the two 
major ethnic groups under one 
party. Belgrave claimed that the 
Government Is purposely divid- 
ing the African and Indian pop- 
ulations In order to "prevent" 
such a union from coming 
about. 

According to Belgrave, the 
1943 "water riots" were an 
Important key In the develop- 
ment of the ULF. At that time, 
the British Colonial Govern- 
ment had attempted to pass 



water legislation "directed 
against the masses and the 
rank and file". He commented 
that those in power were able 
to mislead the working class. 

The colonial move to accept 
trade unionism and the two- 
party system was a "weapon to 
maintain their society", Bel- 
grave said. Thus the real move- 
ment was sidetracked; "The 
two-party system was based on 
division of the working class 
along ethnic lines." 

In 1962, Trinidad and Tobago 
gained its Independence from 
Great Britain. "The only people 
to gain from this independence 
are the middle class", Belgrave 
said. The eventual outcome of 
this came In the seventies with 
violent disruptions. He com- 
mented that the masses had 
suffered from false strategies 
and misunderstandings and 
had now to be organized. They 
now demand what is termed a 
"piece of the action." 

On February 18, 1975, the 
trade unions amalgamated to 
form the United Labour Front 
uniting the two major ethnic- 
groups and the working class. 
According to Belgrave, the 
working people, including the 
large group of oppressed sugar 
farmers, realized their futility,' 
and "began to clamour for a 
political party". The ULF party 
was formed In the early part of 
1976. 

Belgrave believes that the 
party evolved out of the 
historical experience of the 
Trinidad people and cannot be 
likened to the other parties of 
thecountry. "We are a party of 
the working class". Belgrave 
added. 

The ULF decided to field

The Administration's 
and firing practices have come 
.under fire already this year, and 
more professors will apparently 
'face control problems In the 
near future. In the case of 
Thomson, an administrator 
was transferred to the academ- 
ic staff— a process that is 
neither a hiring of brand-new 
staff, firing of old staff, 
promoting or demoting. Exact- 
ly what rules and regulations of 
hiring, promoting and budget- 
ing apply here are unclear; the 
situation, however, provides a 
good indication of the • way 
such procedures are treated 
by the Administration and 
Departments. 

Thomson was "reassigned" 
this summer to Political 
Science, after having been, 
since 1973, "the University's 
first Vice-principal (Planning). 
A year after his appointment, 
he became a full, tenured 
professor in the Department of, 
Political Science, since, 
according to Vice-principal 
(Academic) Elgil Pedersen , "One 
cannot hold a position In the 
Administration without having 
an academic position In the 
University".

Thomson's appointment was 
obviously not typical of normal 
hiring practices. Consequently 
not all the typical procedures, 
some outlined below, were 
employed. For example, 
according to Section III -I of 
he Information Handbook for 
Chairmen and Deans "It was 
agreed by Senate of October 
27, 1971, that all full-time 
academic vacancies should be 
advertised before being filled." 

Secondly, under Section HI-6 
(New Appointments - regular

Such was corroborated by F.A. 
Kunz, current chairman of the

As In all cases, the final 
decision was in the hands of 
the Senate Selection commit- 
tee. A statement by Waller 
seemed to sum up the opinion 
of those Involved in Thomson's 
appointment; "They went 
through the usual procedure 
and the Senate Selection 
Committee approved it."

According to Section Xl-C- 
5.12.1 , the candidate's dossier, 
to be presented to the tenure 
committee should Include the 
candidate's curriculum vltae 
and a description of the 
candidate's research, teachlr 
professional activities and gen- 
eral contributions to the Univer- 
sity as well as any other 
materials he may wish to 
submit. 

Under the unusual circum- 
stances of Thomson's ap- 
pointment, these same rules 
and regulations were not 100 
percent applicable. No adver- 
tising was done, since the 
transfer was entirely within the 
confines of the University com- 
munity, and not the result of an 
academic vacancy. Thomson 
also did not give the required 
seminar to the Political Science - 
Department. Although there 
was no concrete knowledge of 
his lecturing ability, in an 
interview Thomson expressed 
confidence that he was not 
unknown by members of the 
Political Science Department: 
"I have given seminars In 
History, though not In Political 
Science, and I think everyone 
has heard . me at various 
occasions." ' v 

External referees, used .for 
tenure selection to evaluate the 
candidate's research, were ap- 
parently taken care of by the

The salary of a newly trans- 
ferred professor Is added to the 
budget sheet of the Depart- 
ment. The salary of Vice-Princi- 
pals, Deans and, in some 
cases, Chairpersons, Is added 
to the regular academic salary 
as an "admlnsitratlve stipend". 
It varies from a six to an 18 
percent addition, and Is re- 
tained as a separate entry in the 
salary statement. Upon return- 
ing to an academic position, 
the former administrator suf- 
fers no salary loss. He retains 
his' salary from the administra- 
tive position. However, he does 
not receive the cost-of-living 
Increase given to the other 
academic professors every year 
(amounting to approximately 
six percent each year, accord- 
ing to VP Pedersen). This

As one said, "This was not a 
hiring procedure, instead It was 
a lateral transferring of posi- 
tions within the campus. We 
really don't have anything to do 
with It." 

Kunz, the current Depart- 
ment Chairperson, replied: "It 
was not unexpected that 
Thomson would join the 
Department, just that it hap- 
pened so soon". According to 
Waller, who was Chairperson at 
.the start of the whole process 
- and was not pleased with the 
curiousity shown: "We found 
out about Thomson in the fall 
of 1973, when we were asked at 
the Administration's initiative If 
we wanted another professor. 
There's nothing unusual about 
this appointment. What are you 
guys trying to bring up 
anyway?" 

The appointmerit was un- 
usual, but when Thomson is 
instated as a full-time member 
of the Political Science Depart- 
ment In 1977, he will be well 
received. As Kunz stated, 
"Thomson will reinforce our 
Canadian program. Since he 
was already on campus, he 
seemed to be a valuable choice 
for such a position. We are 
looking forward to working with 
him."
